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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the reference Shoobe et al 
do not teach the routing of data from a parallel input port to a serial output port upon detection of a docking connection, and further 
require routing data from the parallel input port to the parallel output port upon detection of no docking connection. The examiner point 
to figure 3, where the AGP port data is routed through the serial port, when the notebook is docked, and the data routing path for the 
parallel input port is through the ICH and PCI bus 312 to the logic interface 316, COL. 5, line 32 - COL 6, line 9. Applicant also argues 
that PCI bus 312 which is thae data routing path when the notebook is not docked is connected to switch 324. The examiner point to the 
fact that PCI 312 is coonected to the logic interface 316 via Q-switch 318a. Finally, applicant argues that Shoobe fails to teach the 
connection of this "parallel port" to a parallel output port. The examiner point out that the claim did not specify a specific parallel input 
port.. However, it would have been obvious that when the device is in the non-docking status, coupling to the peripherals be maintained, 
which would imply an inherent presence. 
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
